Plans to secure a steady flow of 
500 miners' inches of reclaimed 
sewage water as an additional irrl- 
gati'on supply for Orange county 
were put into operation yesterday 
by the Orange County Water dis¬ 
trict board of directors. 

They directed C. Roy Browning, 
member of the board, to arrange 
a date with the Pasadena city 
manager to inspect the sewage 
reclamation plant in that city and 
secure a definite price offer. 

Ready to Deliver 

Browning said he had been ap¬ 
proached by Pasadena officials 
several times, and that city is will¬ 
ing to deliver the water to this 
county at a cost of $12 per acre 
foot. The Pasadena plant re¬ 
claims sewage from Pa.sadena, 
South Pasadena, and Alhambra. 

It was pointed out that the pro- 
po.scd price is less by $3 per acre j 
foot than the price schedule now 
proposed by Metropolitan Water 
district. Further, it was pointed 
out, reclaimed sewage water con¬ 
tains considerable plant food value.

Soviet Plea 'for Arms 
Blockade Rejected 
By British 

(By the Associated Press) 

New fears for peace spread 
through Europe today. 

Two blows—one from Belgium, 
the other from Russia—left diplo¬ 
mats perplexed over the future 
course of collective security. They 
were; 

1. King Leopold of Belgium 
urged his cabinet to return to 
strict European neutrality. His 
advice was interpreted as a step 
toward repudiation of Belgian de¬ 
fense treaties with other powers 
and, possibly, of duties under the 
League of Nations covenant. 

Soviet Bequest Denied 

2. The Soviet government's re¬ 
quest for an immediate meeting of 
the committee to control European 
non-intervention in the Spanish 
civil war was denied by Lord 
Plymouth, the chairman. Moscow 
had proposed France, Britain, or 
both, establish a virtual blockade 
of Portugal to prevent shipment 
of arms to Spanish insurgents. 

As the Belgian parliament was 
summoned to meet Oct. 27, King 
Leopold told the cabinet Belgian 
policy must prepare vigorously to 
prevent war from sweeping again 
over Belgium, warning them the 
country's geographical position 
“compels us to maintain our mili¬ 
tary machine so as to dissuade any 
of our neighbors from using our 
territory to attack another state.”

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COUNTY BOND 
PLANS ARE 
FOUGHT 

Supervisor Willard Smith 
Outlines Opposition 
To Purchases 


Grim Necessity Gave Bill 
Jerome Start In Life 


By BOB GUILD 

Whether the county buys a few 
bonds with some of its surplus 
funds, or whether it does not, is 
not of itself so important. 

What is important is the prece¬ 
dent such a move would set, of 
‘speculating” with the taxpayers’ 
money. 

At least, that's what Supervisor 
Willard Smith, banker, feels. 

Smith opposes County Treasurer 
T. E. Stephenson’s proposition that 
the county buy approximately a 
half-million dollars worth of bonds 
from its $2,000,000 surplus fund, 
as an investment. 

Frozen Funds 

The county, he explains, has a 
surplus fund of nearly $2,000,000. ! 
This fund is for emergency pur¬ 
poses. So long as it is kept in 
banks, even though it earns a low 
interest rate there, it is available 
for use, protected and easily 
reached. 

The county might, by purchasing 
bonds, earn more interest, but in 
doing so, it will "freeze” its emer¬ 
gency fund. In order to obtain this 
money in case of sudden need, it 
wouljd be forced to dispose of the 
bonds on open market, and run the 
risk of taking a loss on its invest¬ 
ment. 

Again, he says, the bond market 
at the present moment is advan¬ 
tageous, especially when com¬ 
pared with bank Interest rates. But 
with improving business condi¬ 
tions bank interests will rise, and 
bonds possibly will lower in value, 
to offset this. Then the county’s 
Investment would not be as good. 

Bond Premiums 

Thirdly, on the present market 
any bonds bought by the county 
would be purchased above par, or 
at par plus a premium. 

Until interest returns on the 
bonds have reduced the premium 
paid, the bonds could not be said 
to be earning a whole 5 per cent 
interest, and the differentiai be¬ 
tween the returns from a straight 
bank acconut and the bonds would 
be slight. 

But most important, he says, 
the county in feeling it is bound 
to make a profit on its investment 
is forecasting the bond market, 
and this is in no way its province. 

No Speculation 

Banks necessarily gamble on the 
condition of the market and the 
future worth of their securities 
when they buy bonds. This is a 
bank’s business. Smith says, but it 
is in no way part of the board of 
supervisors’, or the treasurer’s bus- 
ine.ss. 

Any time a man buys a bond he 
i.r speculating on the future worth 
of that bond. The county would 
be doing the same. j 

“And,” says Smith, "we cannot 
speculate with the taxpayers’ 
money.”

people eligible to sign covenants 
is estimated at 400,000. 

Since this is an experiment, and 
a complicated one, exact details of 
how it will be worked naturally 
are not available, but here in gen¬ 
eral is the idea: 

Every covenanter will, if the 
program works, receive a monthly 
income, or "basic dividend” from 
the state. The figure has not been 
determined, but it is officially said 
that the initial dividend may be 
between five and 10 dollars. This 
will be increased as conditions 
warrant. At least $75 is projected 
ultimately, and some social credit 
supporters predict it will go as 
high as $250. 

The basic dividend will be in the 
form of credit—not cash. This will 
bfc recorded in the name of the 
individual in a credit house, which 
will be a sort of state bank. 

Each participant will have a 
pa.ssbook, showing what his credit 
—that is, his deposit—amounts to. 
If he wishes to make a purchase 
he will write a draft against his 
credit and give it to his creditor. 
The creditor in turn will deposit 
this draft in his own account, and 
draw against it for his per.sonal 
needs, 

De|>osit Incomes 

But this is not by a long .shot 
all the credit which will be “de¬ 
posited” in the credit house. Here 
it is necessary to interpolate that 
drafts on credit will not be the 
only medium of exchange; ordi¬ 
nary currency will be employed as 
well, though participants cannot 
refuse to accept credit drafts when 
tendered. 

People earning wages or sala¬ 
ries, farmers, producers, manufac¬ 
turers and retailers agree to turn 
as much of their incomes as pos¬ 
sible into social credit. That is not 
the technical language of the cove¬ 
nants, but it is what it amounts to. 

In the case of wheat farmers, 
for example, a minimum of 50 per 
cent is set. Thus a huge amount 
of credit will be piled up. With 
full cooperation from ail quarters 
it would mean ultimately that vir¬ 
tually all business within the prov¬ 
ince would be transacted on the 
credit basis. 

Asks for Financing 
But supposing a tradesman wishes 
to purchase goods outside the prov¬ 
ince and hasn’t sufficient Canadian 
currency on hand? Or how about 
people who wish to make trips 
outside the province? 

In either case an application is 
made to the credit house to fi¬ 
nance the operation. If the gov¬ 
ernment thinks it is legitimate, the 
money will be forthcoming, but not 
otherwise. 

The businessman who cannot 
make his purchase within the prov¬ 
ince probably will be allowed the 
cash. The same will be true of 
people who must make trips for 
vital reasons. 

Where will the government get 
its cash to finance operations? 

The government will not accept 
Alberta credit, but only Canadian 
currency, in payment of taxes, un¬ 
til such time as it shall be able 
to do so. The covenanter is to 
make no demand at any time for 
payment in Canadian currency of 
Alberta credit held by him.

exported wheat will come into gov¬ 
ernment coffers, and Alberta is ■ 
one of the world’s great wheat I 
producing areas. The same will be 
true of other exports. 

At least part of the cash re¬ 
ceived by wage earners from em- i 
pi’oyers outside the province—the , 
big railroads, for instance—will be j 
turned into credit and the govern- ' 
ment will pocket the money. 

The government income from 
taxation has been about $17,000,- 
000 a year. Aberhart has saved 
some $3,600,000 of that by having ^ 
the legislature impose a cut of 
about 50 per cent on the interest 
on provincial bonds. He has stopped 
all external borrowing by the state. 

Further, he has increased in¬ 
come taxes and imposed sales 
taxes on everything excepting 
foodstuffs and other prime ne¬ 
cessities. 

The legislature has already au¬ 
thorized a so-called price spread, 
or processing, tax. It works this 
way, taking the wheat farmer for 
example again: 

The farmer pays a tax on each 
bushel of wheat he sells; the miller 
pays another tax; the baker an¬ 
other, and the retailer another. 
The sum total is that a bushel of 
wheat will produce more in taxa¬ 
tion than the farmer receives for 
it.'i sale. The same scheme would 
apply to other processing opera¬ 
tions. 

Won’t this increase the cost to 
the consumer? 

Theoretically, no. The govern¬ 
ment will fix what it considers a 
just price for the consumer, and 
this must be adhered to. 

It is the social credit thesis that 
if the scheme is to work there 
must be an exact balance between 
production, consumption and the 
amount of credit in circulation. If 
there is not enough credit avail¬ 
able, it can be increased. If there 
is more credit than consumption, 
credit will be killed off in the 
books of the credit houses, so the 
writer was authoritatively in¬ 
formed. 

This cancellation, it was stated, 
would take the form of a levy 
against the big balances. In other 
words, it would apply to the ac¬ 
cumulations of the wealthy. 

Another Control 

There may be still another con¬ 
trol of the amount of credit. Aber¬ 
hart stated in his social credit 
manual in 1935 that "all basic divi¬ 
dend credit and all salaries, or 
wages, or incomes from whatever 
source, must be expended by the 
end of the year following the re-

ceipt of the same.” He added that 
"surplus credit may be u.sed to pur¬ 
chase government bonds” to pro¬ 
vide for the future. He stated, 
however, that his manual was not 
a detailed plan, and exact specifi¬ 
cations would have to be worked 
out as social credit was being 
made operative. 

Can social credit succeed, with 
its unorthodox economic ideas? 
John Blue, manager-secretary of 
the Edmonton Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, who hotly condemns the 
scheme, summed up much of the 
opposition view for the writer 
thus: 

"Social credit of this kind will 
work if the real producers love 
Aberhart and the Lord strong 
enough to make such a free con¬ 
tribution of their wealth.” 

And what of tho.se who refu.se 
to cooperate ? So long a.s he con¬ 
tinues to have his legislature al¬ 
most solidly behind him, Aberhart 
can pursue at least two courses: 
he can pass legislation which will 
compel a certain mea.sure of co¬ 
operation; the government can es¬ 
tablish factories or stores in an at¬ 
tempt to put non-cooperators out 
of business. 

Wholesalers (considered a use¬ 
less appendage by many social 
creditors) have largely been re¬ 
fusing to cooperate. Aberhart is 
urging them to come into the fold, 
but at the same time he is dis- 
cu.ssing with retailers the estab¬ 
lishment of an organization, under 
the retailers, which would take 
over many of the functions of 
wholesalers. 

Again, the credit houses would 
perform many of the functions of 
ordinary banks. Included in their 
operations would be the granting 
of loans, on proper security, to all 
classes of the community. The 
only cost of these loans would be 
administration charges "not ex¬ 
ceeding 2 per cent.” Whether any 
sort of cooperation ordinary banks 
could render would enable them to 
continue in business, remains to be 
seen.

Waves Wash Sand Away 
Under Outfall Li ne 
Being Repaired 

Diver William Berger today 
faced new hazards and difficulties 
in sealing the final gaps in the Or¬ 
ange county joint outfall sewer 
west of Newport Beach. 

Waves this week cut away six 
feet of sand from nnderneath the 
42-inch pipe, making it necessary 
foi Berger to stand on a ladder 10 
feei underneath the surface to 
pound lead into the joints. Even 
with .solid footing on the bottom, 
Berger in past weeks has been 
dashed about by groundswells. 

Just two joints remain to be 
caulked, engineers reported. Sev¬ 
eral days will be required to com¬ 
plete this pha.se of the work. Later 
Berger will u.sc a special under¬ 
water oxy-acetylene torch to cut 
oft the protruding ends of steel 
piles which support the pipe. 

Back pre.ssure ot about 12 
pounds per square inch makes it 
difficult to pound caulking into the 
final joints, those in charge of the 
work said today.

Ulyss.se.s S. Grant was a man of 
few word.s and a man with one 
purpo.se, expre.'ised in his inaug¬ 
ural addre.s.s: “Ixit u.s have peace." 

He was wanted hy both partie.s 
in the campaign of 1868. He wa.s 
the choice of the people for four 
outstanding rea.sons: 

(1) He wa.s a soldier; (2) His 
military bearing and Lincoln-like 
attitude made him popular in the 
South; (3) Being a westerner, he 
wa.s popular there, and (4) He 
stood for sound finance, and this 
made him popular in the East. 

Grant agreed that the war debt 
would be paid in gold and that 
the nation would not go back on 
its agreement. Even Seymour, 
the IJcmocratic candidate, agreed 
with Grant on this point. 

Grant was elected a second time. 


He kept clear of the graft and cor¬ 
ruption, although several men in 
high positions were convicted of 
graft. 

He traveled extensively after 
leaving the White House, and when 
he returned in 1880 he was boomed 
for another term. The Washing¬ 
tonian precedent prevented his ac¬ 
cepting. 

Bom April 27, 1822, he was the 
son of .Ies.se R. Grant, a tanner, 
and Hannah .Simpson. Educated 
at West Point, he was a Metho¬ 
dist. He was married in 1848 to 
Julia Dent, and they had three 
sons and one daughter. In the 
1868 election, he received 214 elec- 
torial votes; in 1872, he got 286. 
He died July 23, 1885, and is 
buried in a magnificent tomb on 
Riverside drive, New York.

William Mauerhan’s determina- 
tion that “no water shall flow past 
the Chapman street bridge this 
winter" brought action from other 
Orange County Water district di¬ 
rectors yesterday for renewed ac¬ 
tivity in the Santa Ana river bed 
spreading works. 

They authorized Mauerhan to 
proceed with $500 worth of work 
in leveling spreading grounds, and 
at the same time directed C. A. 
Palmer, secretary, to apply for a 
new WPA project. 

County’s Water Rights 

Under a “gentlemen's agree¬ 
ment" with Riverside and San Ber¬ 
nardino counties over use of Santa 
Ana river water, the upper coun¬ 
ties are to do no spreading or di¬ 
verting of water until the flow 
passes the Chapman avenue bridge 
west of Orange. 

The agreement is based partly on 
riparian rights, and partly on the 
idea that Orange county has the 
right to water as long as it can put 
it to use, but that other counties 
may have the water if it is to flow 
on to the sea. 

Mauerhan said a WPA project 
to strengthen spreading and water¬ 
collecting dikes had accomplished 
its purpose, but that workmen had 
left holes in the spreading grounds 
which should be leveled out. Teams 
and scrapers will be used. 

Palmer reported that the district 
has a balance of about $1750 left 
from the former WPA project and 
can call for men later when they 
are needed. The board instructed 
him also to file an application for 
further WPA work to be done later 
in maintaining the spreading 
grounds. 

Laud Purchased 

A deal under which the district 
purchased 26.11 acres of river bot¬ 
tom land from John Walls for 
$600.53 was consumated yesterday 
when the board accepted Walls' 
deed. Walls sold the land for $23 
per acre. It is to be used for water 
spreading. 

Directors asked that Paul Bailey, 
consulting engineer, confer with 
the board before doing further 
work on a survey of water rights 
along the Santa Ana river. 


A probe of activities of oil oper¬ 
ators believed to be pumping salty 
waste water into abandoned wells 
loomed today as the result of dis¬ 
cussion yesterday afternoon by the 
Orange County Water district 
board of <lirectors. 

Willis Warner, board chairman, 
suggested that rumors that oil 
wells north of Huntington Beach 
are following the practice be in¬ 
vestigated. No action was taken. 

State law prohibits pumping 
salty oil well waste water into 
other wells because of the possi¬ 
bility of contaminating the water 
strata near the surface, rendering 
water wells in the vicinity use¬ 
less.

The 
more fact that these outside agi¬ 
tators appeared was no reflection 
on Orange county Icarlership. as 
we had within our own borders 
plenty of strike leaders who had 
previous experience here ami in 
other areas. 

Active Groups 

Organizations which appeared in 
the picture by means of either ac¬ 
tive iiarticipation, encouragement, 
legal aid, published encouragement 
and aid or financial aifi were, be¬ 
anies the participating unions and

or were attorneys who regularly 
defended such cases. 

Diverse Elements 

From this conglomeration of 
areas, organizations and attorneys 
you can well understand the state¬ 
ment made that the strike con¬ 
tained more divcr.se elements of 
radical agitation and more com¬ 
plications than have ever been 
known in an agricultural strike 
any place, any lime. In fact we 
have intentionally omitted some 
presumably misinformed individ¬ 
uals and groups who entered the 
controversy. 

In addition to the named condi¬ 
tions most peculiar situation nat¬ 
urally arises over the {iivision in 
Mexican political thought. The

Budget Pledge; Bourbons 
Score New Deal’s Critic 


How the Maiority 
of Citrus Growers

No equivocation or qualification 
was attached to Governor Landon's 
definite statement about the na¬ 
tional budget at Chicago. 

The contrast of Landon’s cer¬ 
tainty with the weak uncertainty 
of his opponent on the budget 
question is too great to be over¬ 
looked by voters. Only two weeks 
ago, Roosevelt said, "I hope the 
budget can be balanced in a year 
or two without any new taxes." 

New Deal critics, not used to un¬ 
qualified statements, already have 
been heard to attack Landon's 
fighting address with the sneer, 
"He didn’t say what items of ex¬ 
pense he would cut out in order to 
balance the budget.” 

The criticism is merely another 
effort to keep the curtains of con¬ 
fusion drawn over the truth of 
New Deal schemes. 

Just as nearly every one of 
Roosevelt’s 14 new tax bills hid 
higher taxes in advancing prices, 
so does his confusion of regular 
emergency expenses hide from 
American taxpayers the real uses 
to which he has put the public 
purse. 

Destroying Production 

Landon discovered $902,000,000 
has been added to the regular ex¬ 
pense of government which Roose¬ 
velt, in 1932, said was too high. 

Landon, as well as every other 
American who reads, knows that 
millions of dollars were spent by 
the department of agriculture to 
encourage farming, while at the 
same time other millions were 
being spent by the AAA to destroy 
farm production. 

Landon knows that while the 
NRA, with its ramified boards and 
commissions, was limiting indus¬ 
trial production and attempting to 
dictate prices and employment, 
the regular governmental depart¬ 
ment of commerce was engaged in 
spending money in its customary 
pursuit of encouraging business. 

Landon knows one of the great 
appeals of the New Deal to labor 
was based on unemployment. He 
knows that . Roosevelt estimated 
the load at about 12,000,000 unem¬ 
ployed when the New Deal began, 
and lie knows the official estimate 
today totals approximately 11,000,- 
000 unemployed.

For colossal nerve and gall in 
this political campaign, the palm 
should be yielded to the Los An¬ 
geles Times.

A stubborn husband can, and usually does, cause his wife plenty 
of heartaches. But when selfishness and arrogance are added to stub- 
bomesa the combination is deplorable. It would be virtually unbear¬ 
able to a wife who before her marriage had been economically inde¬ 
pendent, and had pooled her little fortune with that man when she 
became his wife.

Little 
Theater groups, local art exhibits, 
poster contests, educational trips, 
home and community beautifica¬ 
tion, hobbies and craft .shows.”

Should students excused from phy¬ 
sical education take part in other 
school activities? Should the stu¬ 
dent body fund bear burden of all 
athletic injuries, as well as pay for 
equipment, officials, and transpor¬ 
tation ? 

2. The scholarship society—Stu¬ 
dents, teachers, parents on panel. 
Explanation of system of marking; 
normal curve of distribution; grad¬ 
ing by ability groups: achievement 
tests used: service point .system; 
qualifications for making scholar- 
•ship .society; is latter over empha¬ 
sized? Does it color teacher’s 
grades for these pupils? Teachers’ 
attitude? Parents’attitude? 

3. Vocational guidance—Teach¬ 
er-student panel. The four-year 
program- as a terminal course, 
and for students who will follow 
engineering, medicine, law, com¬ 
merce, teaching. 

4. Social adjustment of the high 
school student—teachers, parents, 
and a good live chairman.

Rub the sur¬ 
face of the roll with 2 tablespoons 
-softened butter and sear in a hot 
oven or under the broiler until 
brown on all sides. Pour the con¬ 
tents of 1 ran conden.scd vege¬ 
table -soup and an equal amount 
of water into the pan and bake 
in ajiioderate oven for ID hours.

Combine 2 cups diced left-over 
ham, 1 can whole grain corn, 2 
large potatoes, diced and 1 small 
onion thinly sliced and turn into 
a grea.sed casserole. Make 1% 
cups medium white sauce and sea¬ 
son well with .salt, pepper, tea¬ 
spoon paprika. Pour over the 
ham and vegetables and bake in 
a moderate oven 30 minutes.

VELT’S CAMPAIGN SPE¬ 
CIAL. -The Pioneer, the private 
car in which the President is now 
making his "swing around the cir¬ 
cuit,” has sei'ved him as official 
traveling residence since he en¬ 
tered the White House. 

There is nothing ornate about 
The Pioneer. Big and roomy, it is 
built for a maximum of utility and 
comfort and a minimum of .show. 

It is owned by the Pullman com¬ 
pany and is available to anyone 
who wante to rent it. But the 
railroa(i.s, knowing Roosevelt’s 
preference for The Pioneer, usu¬ 
ally obtain it for him. 

Outwardly the car looks like an 
ordinary Pullman, except that it 
has a rear platform. When the 
President uses it. the platform is 
equipped with a loud speaker fas¬ 
tened to a corner of the roof, 
while attached to the rail is a 
metal reading desk to hold papers 
and microphones. 

This desk is government prop¬ 
erty and is the invention of Col. 
Edward Starling, able chief of the 
White House .secret service staff. 

When the train is in motion the 
desk is covered by an ingenious 
lid. 

Every inch of space of the in¬ 
terior of The Pioneer is put to 
u.se. The entrance door opens di¬ 
rectly into a small dining-room 
which can be, and frequently is, 
converted into a bedroom. The 
dining-room table seals six people, 
and there is a built-in buffet hold¬ 
ing the silverware, dishes and 
linen. Between meals a bowl of 
flowers or fruit sits on the table. 

The Pioneer has no kitchen, and 
the President orders hi.s food from 
the menu of the train diner. It is 
kept warm and .served from a tiny 
pantry built into the rear of the 
buffett.
